SILVER 


ONDON, Kept. 12.—{Exclusive Die- 
Very considerable Atten- 

tention is just now being paid here 
to the position of silver and eastern 
exchanges. Silver, which early in the 
year was dealt in at 21 11-16, has this 
week been up to 26d, per ounce. No 
doubt the numerous currency schemes 
under consideration by various gov- 
ernments for ruling the exchange 
value of gold and silver may have had 
something to do with the great inter- 
est taken tn the price of silver, but the 
advance in the metal has been mainiy 
aue to legitimate trade demand. 

The supplies with ~hich the China 
markets were inundated last year, in 
connection with the payment of in- 
demnity, have now worked off. Much 
of the silver which would otherwise 
be avaliable in Shhnghal appears to 
have been diverted by the operations 
of Russia at Port Arthur and neigh- 
borhood. Money ie scarce in Shang- 
hal, and a strong demand for silver 
for that market has been followed by 
better inquiry for India. 

Naturally the rising of the metal has 
been accompanied by considerable ad- 
vance in Far Eastern exchanges 
which are based upon silver, and it 
lool as if, shoujd the advance make 
further progress, it may be really dit- 
ficult for the Straits Currency Com- 
missioners, who recently decided to 
follow the example of India in order 
do concentrate the effects of the de- 
preciation in the value of the white 
metal. When the currency cOmmis- 
sion reported in favor of a fixed rate 
of exchange in the straits, the general 
ided was that this rate should prob- 
ably be about is 8d per dollar.

Sultan of Turkey, has proposed to 
make all reforms with regard to the 
treatment of American citizens residing 
or sojourning in the Ottoman Empire, 
that are desired by the United States. 
He has given assurances himself.

For that reason it is believed that 
there will be some performance. No 
limit of time has been fixed. 

The promises appear to have been 
made so eagerly as to lead to the be- 
lief that the Sultan is very anxious for 
the friendship of the United States in 
the event of uble with the powers of 
Europe. The Sultan's e@perness re- 
minds the officers of the State Depart- 
ment of the eagerness of China to pro- 
cure the friendship of this country at 
the time of her trouble with the powers 
three years ago. 

The reforms promised by the Sultan 
are that American doctors, mission- 
aries, archaeologists and school teach-

It has been a 
source of complaint that American doc- 
tors, dentists and other professional 
persons desiring to practice in Turkey 
are not permitted to do so until after 
they have an examination, 
while persons owning different allegi- 
ance are permitted to practice as soon 
as they register their diplomas.

SANTA ANA. 
CATTLE-FOOD EXPERIMENT. 

SANTA ANA, Sept. 12.—Successful 
experiments have been made by ranch- 
ers west of the river with varieties of 
pennigetum as a fodder plant for cat- 
tle. One rancher has succeeded in 
raising crops of the grass that will 
make a total yield of ninety tons to 
the acre per year, with cuttings each 
month. The quality of the food com- 
pares very favorably with millet, and 
is especially valuable for cutting up 
and siloing. Specimens ten feet tall are 
now on exhibit at the Chamber of 
Commerce here, although the crop is 
usually cut for feeding to stock when 
it attains a height of about four or 
five feet. After each cutting it sprouts 
up from the old roots without replant- 
ing. Grasses of similar variety are a 
common stock food in India and other 
eastern countries.

KNOCKED OUT.

Siariling Decision Hitting the 


Quarter of a Million Dollars 
Worth of Unfinished Work 
Affected Here.

A decision of the State Supreme 
Court relative to contracts for street 
work under the Vrooman act has tum- 
bled down the whole fabric of existing 
contracts, and affects $260,000 worth of 
improvements in Los Angeles yet un- 
com pleted. 

The decision was made in a San Di- 
ego case appealed to the Supreme 
Court, in which the Supreme Court 
holds that the clause in the contract 
stating that “all loss or damage aris- 
ing from the nature of the work under 
the specifications must be sustained by 
the contractor” ts null and vold.

Laying Out Streets. 

The City Council has taken another 
step toward preventing the laying out 
of wildcat streets in new tracts by 
making an order that hereafter all par- 
ties improving streets must, Previous 
to their dedication, get a permit from 
the Street Superintender showing ap- 
proval of the grades, and after that the 
applicant must obtain from the Coun- 
eli an approval of the general plan. 
It is not understood that this is to 
take the place of existing ordinances 
touching this subject, or that it can 
| Be pleaded as a shield by those who. 
prior to this time, have laid out. the 
streets of their tracts without regard 
to their grade or to their conformity 
to the regularly-established streets of 
the city. It simply provides for a more 
rigid enforcement of existing ordi- 
nances and regulations. Heretofore 
those who honestly wished to comply 
‘with the law have sought the advice 
of the City Engineer's office, and of 
the Street Superintendent's office. as 
to the grade and conformity of streets. 
and the character of work required. 
Careful and conscientious developers, 
moreover, have generally sought and 
paid for the services of an inspector 
that the work might proceed subject in 
a measure to city supervision, so that 
when the streets were finally finished 
the prospect of their thing accepted by 
the city would be good. Others, in- 
cluding those who wished to save the 
cost and the annoyance of inspection, 
and those mistaken individuals who 
deemed the right of the owner to cut 
his land up to suit himself paramount 
to the right of the city to secure con- 
formity of streets and @niformity of 
grade, have laid out their tracts and 
graded the streets thereof in accord- 
ance with their own whims, and finding 
that the City Council declines to ac- 
cept and become responsible for the 
care and custody of the so-called 
streets, which — not streets in the 
sense of forming continuous thorough- 
fares with the other streets of the 
city, those individuals are much dis- 
treased. Their attitude has changed 
from that of either open or covert de- 
fiance of the Council, and they are be- 
seeching the latter to accept their tracts 
and save them from the ruin and loss 
that their folly has justly entailed. It 
was probably to save itself from many 
more onslaughts of this kind that the 
recent order was made by the Council.

Modeled Along Classic Lines. 

Among the numerous apartment 
houses now under construction in this 
- city is one that is to be known as 
‘ Ricket’s Terrace. It ie being erected 
on the north side of Ninth street, 100 
feet west Of Figueroa street, for I. E. 
Rickets, and it is to be a three-story 
combination. frame and cement struc- 
ture, whose exterior dimensions are 
49x80 fect, and which will contain six 
geven-room flats. Each apartment will 
have a Separate entrance. and will 
. contain a parior, library, dining-room, 
Kitchen and three bedrooms. The 
house is supplied with modern conveni- 
ences, and the arrangements of the dif- 
ferent appartments will be such as to 
make them as comfortable and home- 
like as quarters in an apartment house 
can be made. In this respect, however, 
the building is not more complete than 
many other similar structures now be- 
ing built here, but in its architectural 
design it certainly possesses distinctive 
and striking features.

According to estimates prepared by 
the State officials Montana produced in 
the wool season just closed 37,500,000 
pounds of wool from the backs of 12,- 
600,000 sheep. For this wool eastern 
buyers paid $6,000,000, an average of 
16 cents a pound. 
Few persons have any conception of 
what is meant when it is said that 
there are 12,500,000 sheep within the 
limits of Montana. There is not a 
single State east vf the Mississippi in 
which this gigantic flock could graze. 

if the 12,500,000 sheep of — 
were to march nose to tail, crowdir- 
each other, they would make a line 
10,000 miles long, or nearly half-way 
round the earth. This line, single file, 
would be about one hundred and fifty 
days in. passing a given point. 

These sheep are worth 10,000,000 as 
they walk the range and their flesh 
would bring 8280, 000. 00 for food. Their 
mutton would feed one man 2,500,000 
years, or if 1250 people had started to 
consume it at the time of the birth 
of Christ they would hive some left. 
The mutton would feed 2,500,000 on 
meat for a year, or, allowing the av- 
erage percentage of nutton for each 
family, it would more than supply this 
nation a year.

SPAIN'S NEW PREMIER. 


His Rapid Rse to Honor and 
Fame. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
ADRID, Aug. 14.—Don Raimundo 
Villaverde, Spain's new Premier, 
is one of the luckiest of middile- 
class mortals. His parents were mod- 
est, well-to-do country folk, but there 
was no reason to suppose that their 
yoy was going to climb straight up to

Spanish people. He started out as a 
lawyer, endowed with rood brains and 
an eloquent tongue, perseverance and 
lots of ambition. Thereafter the steps 
to fame were interestingly marked.

3—Attracted attention by hard work, 
participation in every possible debate: 
mastering all sorts of dry subjects: too

A sudden dash into society under 
the wing of the Duchess de Denia, at 
whose palace one could meet every- 
body—the greatest politicians, artists 
and men of science to be found in 
Madrid. The smart young member 
from Galicia soon made himself highiy 
popular in this set, and for the first 
time seems to have been deflected from 
his path of glory. So many Spanish 
beauties of high degree lavished their 
affections on him that he became gay 
indeed for a while—a veritable butter- 
fly of fashion.

Sefior 
Villaverde now put a definite stop to 
all frivolity and once more devoted 
himself to fruitful labor for the welfare 
of his country. Indeed, being no longer 
required to sacrifice all his time and 
talent to his profession, Sefior Villa- 
verde now studied assiducusiy social 
and economical sciences for which he 
had always felt a predilection, and 
through his great intelligence soon rose 
to preéminence. He was successively 
named Minister of Justice and of Fi- 
nance to the general satisfaction. 

The most interesting period of un- 
laverde’s political career began in 
1899 after the disastrous war with the 
United States.

with Don Carlos of Bourbon, the whole 
cabinet was also forced to resign. The 
Queen then decided to trust Villaverde 
with the formation of a new ministry; 
but in consequence of the unpopular- 
of his taxes, he found nobody 
disposed to second him in the werk, 
and therefore he had to renounce the 
charge. 


When Sefior Silvela was once more 
called to govern the country at the end 
of 1902, he hastened to offer the port- 
folio of finance to his intimate friend 
Sefior Villaverde, but the latter being 
aware that Sefior Silvela, with his well- 
known weakness of character, had al- 
lowed himeeif to be induced to give 
the post of Minister for the Naval De- 
partment to Sefior Sanchez Toca, who 
believed in the urgent necessity for the 
reconstruction of the fleet, finally re- 
fused to accept the offer, and won 
back the golden opinion of the public 
by urging that the true basis of re- 
generation consisted in the reorgan- 
ization of national property. With 
great difficulty, Silvela persuaded Vo- 
laverde to accept the office of presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Time very soon proved that Sefior Vil- 
laverde was not mistaken. The mere 
announcement that the government 
through Sefior Sanchez Toca, intended 
to bring a bill into Parliament for the 
reconstruction of the fleet, 
clent to call forth demonstrations of 
hostility in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties as well as all over Spain, so that 
Sefior Silvela and his companions had 
to resign. Then King Alphonso, intér- 
preting the desires of the country, 
called upon Sefior Villaverde to form 
a new cabinet.

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THE OLD WORLD AND THE NEW. 


HERE is one thing that is fascinating about Amer- 
. jean civilization which is not often considered, and 
that is its youth. It is full of the fire, the vehemence 
and the persistence that begets progress. The Old World 
has history behind it. Whole libraries of musty tomes 
are necessary to tell its story. And we find, too, its rec- 
ords in crumbling ruins, in decayed cities, in convulsive 
everthrows, in political tumults and chapged dynasties. 
In the Old World the race was cradied, and there 
civilization began its westward march. There national 
barriers have been torn down, and marching armies have 
swept away thrones, destroyed political bulwarks, and 
changed the maps of civilization. In the Old World, 
aiso, tyranny bas been crowned; and has stood, in the 
past, with its foot upon the neck of human freedom. 
Religious persecution has lighted the fires of martyrdom, 
and made possible the existence of the inquisition. It 
has built mighty cities and grand cathedrals, and coll- 
seams and towers and palaces, but it has been left for 
the New World to first produce that crowning glory of 
the race, the sovereign citizen, the one law-making 
power in the government which he represents 
America is not hoary like the Old World the 
seas, but is full of youthful activity and of the ambition 
to achieve. Repose is not one of the New World's 
characteristics; the night has passed, and in the light of 
@ new dawn that is pregnant with hope for the race, the 
American peopie are working for the future, and “are 
experimenting in the new alchemy of humanity.” The 
church and the public school are the cormer-stones of 
the repubiic, and on them we are rearing a civilization 
such as the earlier world never knew, nor ever dreamed 
of. The reign of young life has begun, the old is passing. 
The United States of today is its own ancestor. Four 
hundred years ago and Time was not capable of being 
pregnant with such a vast conception of human progress 
and human liberty. This new land was a land of mighty 
forests and desert wastes; the hum of industry was no- 
where heard; no cities had been builded, no nation 
planted, but everywhere was primeval silence. Centuries 
rolled by before the germ of the life which today fils 
this New World was transplanted to the shores of this 
continent, and from that tiny germ a mighty nation 
has sprung, holding supremacy from sea to sea, and upon 
whose dominion the sun never sets. As the first gleam 
of sunrise lightens its eastern shores upon its farthest 


civilization which the human race has ever attempted. 

One feature of our modern civilization is the univer- 
sality of the printing press. It follows everywhere its 
march to the westward, and the newspaper is a potent 
factor in the everyday life of the American people. Our 
public schools have made popular the demand for the 
dally paper. It is helping to make history, and through 
it the forces of the leading thought of the day are 
brought into contact—man knows what man is doing, 
and the struggle for advancement is kept alive and for- 
ever active. 

History is not made with us, but it is being made in 
brighter characters than it was ever written in before. 
The New World, with its unwritten history, is, to the 
lover of liberty, a more interesting study than all the 
lands that are lost in the “purple mists of centuries and 
of song.” The secret of this interest lies not in its past, 
but in its unbounded promise for the future, in that it 
is the beginning of the fulfillment of a dream which 
every lover of his kind has consciously or uncoasciously 
cherished since the great beart of Humanity began to 
beat in consideration for human needs. 

Thus it is that Americans are looking forward Instead 
of backward; that they are reaching upward instead of 
simply forward to dead levels, and that as American his- 
tory is written, it will be written, not as the Old World's 
has been, in strife and standing armies, and tyrannous 
thrones, and caste, and with aristocrat and peasant, but 
with the people as sovereigns, the race in universal 
brotherhood and liberty for all.

It 
usually consists of a large room with a ledge well up 
under the roof. Theré is an oven in the room, in which 
heated water is thrown, causing an enormous amount of 
steam to pour out. The bathers lie on the ledges and 
thus steam out the dirt, whipping themselves with birch 
twigs now and then to accelerate the circulation. Every 
one takes a bath Saturday night, and in hard-working 
seasons one every night. There can be no cleanliness 
without perspiration, and a man who has not taken a 
Turkish or Russian bath does not know what it is to be 
clean. 


Saving the Forests. 


After a century or so of wastefulness, the Finns are 
beginning to save their forests. They have been cut- 
ting the trees much as we have, and millions of acres 
of timber have been wiped out without adequate return. 
Today there are government laws as to forest culture 
and lumbering. A school of forestry has been estab- 
lished, some of the woodlands have been drained and a 
general interést in conserving the trees is manifest. The 
big trees of the government forests have been counted. 
It is estimated that there are more than 80,000,000 trees 
of merchantable quality left, and that the crown forests 
number twice as many. 

You have heard of Norwegian pines. There are thou- 
sands of them in Finland, although they are being rap- 
idly cut for shipbuilding and lumbering. There are saw- 
mills and planing milis in many parts of the country, 
and the lumbering business is rapidly increasing. It 
might pay Americans to look into this field for possibile 
sales of milling machinery. 

Another product of the forests is wood pulp. There 
are twenty-five wood pulp mills now in operation, which 
make a product of about 100,000,000 pounds of pulp per 
‘Year. About one-half of this is exported. Thousands of 
tons of pasteboard, cardboard and cheap paper are also 
made, about 60,000,000 pounds of paper being annually 
ex ported. - 


Work and Wages in Finland. 


I am surprised to find a great deal of manufacturing 
done here. Finland has a large number of woolen, linen 
and cotton mills; it has iron and engineering works, 
porcelain factories, glass factories and many wood- 
working establishments. 

The wages are exceedingly low, factory employés re- 
ceiving less than $10 a month, including house rent and 
fire wood. Women in the tinen mills get 40 cents a 
day; boys, 30 cents; and little girls, 28 cents. In the 
sawmills the hands receive about $170 a year, and in the 
engineering works the wages sometimes reach as high as 
$200. It is estimated that the average income of a fam- 
ily in the country does not exceed $160. Such wages are 
for long hours, although the hours for children are lim- 
ited. Boys and giris between twelve and fifieen years 
of age may not he employed more than seven hours a 
day, and they must be allowed one hour for luncheon. 
Children between fifteen and eighteen may be worked 
for fourteen hours a day provided they have two hours 
rest for meals, but no children can be employed at night. 


Russian Finland. 


The Czar is doing what he can to Russianize Finland. 
The people here are more like the Swedes than the Rus- 
sians. They are independent and Iliberty-loving. and 
the majority of them hate their masters. They bave a 
. constitution which provides that they shall have their 
own parliament, and that it shall take the assent of this 
body to levy new taxes or change the constitution. 

Within the past few years the Car has claimed the 
right to do as he pleases about most anything. He 
can now dismiss any official, and the mail is open to 
the Inspection of the Russian officials. According to a 
recent order, any matters relating to Finland that affeci 
Russia may be settled by the Caar without the consent 
of the Finnish parliament, and by other orders the old 
military system, which was like that of the Swedes, has 
been wiped out and the Russian military system insti- 
tuted. All young Finns have now to serve in Rus- 
sian army. This has caused greai distress, and ny of 
the young men are emigrating to the United States to 
escape the three years’ service required. 

There are 2,700,000 people in Finland, and of these only 
8000 speak Russian. Nevertheless Russian bas been de- 
clared the official language of the country, and this must 
be used in all public documents. The Fluns have been 
noted for their free thought, and for their public-spirited 
newspapers. Within the past few years the lans 
have been suppressing all journals that seek to create 
a sentiment adverse to them. A number of papers have 
been wiped out, and others are now subject to censer- 
ship. Indeed, the freedom of Finland is fast passing 
away.

A FLoop AND OTHER TROUBLES OF 
A CALIFORNIAN. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


K are in the midst of a flood. The River Jhelum 

has risen thirty feet in the last ten days, and the 

new canal, built for such an emergency, has been 
flooded and destroyed. On our side of the river the 
bund (river walk) is four feet higher than the surround- 
ing country, and our house, which is an old one, 
quently is the whole of a story below the level of 
bund.

Descending the deep cafion, over treacherous malpais, 
Pedro led us to the foot of the beautiful, polished spire. 
The base could not have been more than 1000 feet in 
diameter, and ekirting it several times, the mountain 
seemed the same from all points, the most perfectly sym- 
metrical granite upheaval I have ever seen. It had un- 
doubtedly been shoved up in a round mass, and constant 
erosion had reduced it to its present form and polished 
its surface so that one could ecarcely believe human 
hands had not attained the great task of varnishing and 
lacquering the perfect stone.

The ascent was extremely difficult. First, Pedro and 
the three other Indians ascended half way, cutting rude 
steps with their hatchets, and driving in stakes, to 
which ropes were tied, the Indians clinging to frail 
weeds or bunches of grass that grew sparingly on the 
southern exposure of the mountain. I followed Pedro as 
he nimbly mounted the rude steps midway of the peak. 
From that point natural cavities in the granite afforded 
a fairly secure foothold, and by clinging to the rope 
which the Indians lowered to me, I reached the sum- 
mit in safety. There was only a bunch of grass to cling 
to, and no place to sit, for the summit is a bare point, 
sharp and jagged. My aneroid showed an elevation of 
8727 feet above sea level, and 2310 feet from the base of 
the peak.

THE GREAT TREADWELL. 


Net RETURNS ABOUT Six THOUSAND 


DOLLARS A DAY.

HE largest gold mine in the world is one of the things 

TT wien tas made the fame of Alaska. For many years 
the great Treadwell has paid its owners a profit of 
nearly $6000 a day, and there is enough ore left to keep 
their monster plant working day and night for probably 
twenty years to come. The man who discovered this 
extraordinary mineral deposit did not realize its value, 
and sold it for $435. Almost every school boy has heard 
about the “glory hole“ of the Treadwell, but few of them 
know how it came to have that name. French Pete was 
the discoverer of the mine which has already produced 
enough bullion to make seventeen million gold dollars. 
He was a small merchant in Juneau, and bad a hard 
time to make both ends meet. In the fall of 1881 he 
received a shipment of goods to replenish his stock for 
the winter. The freight charges amounted to $435. Pete

The property which changed hands by this deal con- 
tained the largest body of gold-bearing rock in the world 
—at least the largest that anyone knows anything about. 
There may be larger deposits, but they have not been 
discovered. The location of the ore is very favorable, 
being right at the water's edge, where steamers can tie 
up alongside the milis. A city block could be stood on 
end in the “glory hole.” It is a monster pit where the 
ore has been lifted out in chunks, like building rock is 
taken from a quarry. Men working in the bottom of it 
look like flies crawling along: The thunder of the blasts, 
the clouds of smoke rising, the hollow voices of the men, 
all combine to make an effect so uncanny that it would 
not seem at all surprising if his Satanic Majesty, hoofa, 
horns and all, should bound out of the rock at your side, 
or come soaring up through the smoke from the depth. 


Sixty Miles of Tunnels. 


Douglas Island is twenty miles long and eight miles 
wide. Although the Treadwell is best known on ac- 
count of the “glory hole’—many people supposing that 
to quarry is the only method of taking out the ore—the 
fact is that there are over sixty miles of tunnels under 
the ground.

Noisy and picturesque athietics are 
of really small moment compared to this larger, though 
modest, quiet, unobtrusive work of physical culture. 

And the college women, too, how they are getting their 
share of all this in our modern college!

A ReEtTrRosrect ON Goop TIMES, 


LONG GONE BY.

OW vividly we recall the early surroundings of our 

educational career.. The old red schoolhouse, 

somewhat low and dilapidated in appearance, 
weather worn, and often devoid of a few lengths of sid- 
ing, the marks of some irreverent boy's vandalism, the 
steep hillside in front, where we used to coast in win- 
ter, the brook at the back of the lot, where we used to 
wade or fish in summer, the playground, where we pur- 
sued our limited but ever interesting series of games— 
“Goal,” or “Gould,” as we used to call it; “Four-old-cat,” 
“Pom-pom-pull-away,” and the rest, all are ineffaceably 
stamped upon the memory. And then there was the old 
swimming hole up under the pines and hemlocks, the 
more distant hills, and the woods where we used to climb 
the trees, and to which we used to wander so far away 
sometimes that the teacher's bell at the close of the 
too-short “noon” intermission could not be heard. Shall 
we ever forget how on such occasions a small, belated, 
but determined band would arrive at the schoolhouse, a 
half hour, or even an hour late? Under the shelter of 
the big tree down the road a counell of war would be 
held. The boldest was generally chosen to lead the 
forlorn hope, and soon after a delinquent procession, 
with sheepish looks, but with a getermination to put on 
a brave front and to take the worst bravely, worthy of 
a nobler cause, would enter the schoolroom, the ob- 
served of all observers. An unwonted stillness would for 
a minute fall upon the busy bustle of faithful and law- 
abiding toilers. No such flagrant disregard of estab- 
lished discipline could, of course, pass unnoticed. This 
we well knew, and so we waited with beating hearts, 
until the sentence came. Then the teacher would an- 
nounce, in a voice psinfully distinct, that “Charley, 
John, Willie, Henry and David may remain after school 
tonight, and forfeit their recesses for one week.” Then 
the suspense was over, and with a sinking in our 
hearts at what might happen that evening, thinking of 
all the fun we were going to miss for a whole week, and 
hearing already the gay shouts of laughter which would 
for all this time tantalize us sinners as the others 
played just outside the door, we settled down to our 
lessons. Over the evening interview with the teacher, 
behind closed doors, let the veil of forgetfulness rest 
forever. Some scenes are painful to recall. 

Well do I‘recall my first teacher, a maiden lady of 
problematical age, of stalwart proportions, an irre- 
pressible laugh, and a happy and inigitable talent for 
making pupils. young and old alike, obey, fear and love 
her. I can never forget the day when my immature 
feet, figuratively speaking, having strayed into by and 
forgotten paths, I was suddenly summoned back from 


my subconscious wanderings into the path of rectitude 5 


by a sharp blow on the ear from the butt end of a large, 
rubber-tipped lead pencil, which she threw with the 
precision of a Boer sharpshooter, and with which she 
was accustomed to secure attention, at unexpected mo- 
ments, in any part of the room. The fear of a repe- 
tition of a shot from this unusual projectiie made me 
a good boy for over a week. The constant prospects that 
this pencil, suddenly making its unwelcome and unan- 
nounced advent into the midst of all sorts of mischief, 
bad a restraining effect on the entire school which I 
have never seen excelled by any modern device. 

One teacher who had some queer notions regarding the 
ill effects of drinking too much cold water, or, possibly 
for some other inexplicable reason, had made a rule that 
no one was to drink during the entire day from the 
tantalizingly cool and delicious spring of pure water 
which flowed from under the hill across the road. When 
she went away at noon, yielding to the oppressive heat 
and thirst of the warm summer day, I recklessly and 
lawlessly slaked my thirst with copious draughts of the 
refreshing liquid. I wish I had a glass of it now, and I 
am always specially thirsty when I think of this par- 
ticular spring. On the return of the teacher a cowardly, 
big boy, who knew he was too large for me to success- 
fully fight, told of my disobedience. An interview after 
School with the teacher, and an intimate introduction 
to a lusty birch gad filled me with anguish and indigna- 
tion. The next noon the tame scene was repeated, but 
I went home, a guilty truant, reaching there in the mid- 
dle of the afternoon, after loitering along the way, only 
to receive a sound whipping from my father for run- 
ning away from school. Mutual explanations followed, 
and the obnoxious rule was abrogated. I have found 
some rules since quite as quixotic, and have. I am glad 
to say, broken them as ruthlessly. 

What a picture this old schoolhouse, long since con- 
signed to waste lumber and kindling wood, presents to 
my mind, standing there at the forks in the road, with 
@ somewhat defiant and threatening air, its perpetually 
dilapidated appearance, iis weather-worn sides, and its 
absolute freedom from any architectural adornment 
whatever. I think the man who planned It, if it ever was 
planned, must have been of a severely utilitarian turn 
of mind, and even this faculty failed him at various es- 
sential points in schoolhouse architecture. 

Particularly do I remember the interior, with the 
low, smoky ceiling, artistically patched by some bung- 
ling mason where the plaster had parted company with 
the lath, the yawning cracks in, the old warped maple 
floor, and the few comfortless windows, furnished with 
panes of tangled glass, which would so distort things 
on the outside that horses passing down the road would 
present the interesting phenomenon of having their

WHAT THE BUREAU OF ForESTRY 
IS DOING IN THIS SECTION.

questions about eucalyptus, he is requested to call off 
the dog and give freely both of facts and of theories. 
For these men are foresters sent out by the Bureau of 
Forestry at Washington, D. C. The Legislature of Call- 
fornia having appropriated $10,000, the Bureau of For- 
estry has matched dollar with dollar for the purpose of 
investigating the forest conditions of the State. In con- 
nection with this, four men have been assigned to study 
the eucalyptus as planted in Southern California—espe- 
cial:y in the region about Los Angeles, where it makes 
its best growth. 

The work being done in the groves is that common to 
the forestry investigations carried on by the government 
in many parts of this country. It consists of “valuation 
surveys,” “height-taking,” and “stem analysis.” In val- 
uation survey, three men form a “crew.” One man car- 
ries a tally board and has a surveyor's chain attached

Again, one man sits himself at a certain distance from | 


a tree, and measures the angles from his eye to its top : 


and its base This is done by a little instrument called 
a hypsometer—usually pronounced with the prefix 
“d—n” by those who know its unamiable peculiarities 
—and reads off any angle directly into feet. Meanwhile, 
a second man calipers the tree, and the height and di- 
ameter are called off to the tally man. After a number 
of trees have been measured, usually between fifty and a 
hundred to the acre, another description is written, and 
the party moves on to pastures new. 


Finally, where a grove is being cut, the same three 
men will be found taking measurements of the fallen 
trees. One man goes along the trunk, cutting a notch 
every ten feet. Taking the chip of bark which flies out 
from his axe, he measures its thickness with a rule, and 
calls out the result. His duty is also to obtain the 
length of trunk free from branches, the length that may 
be used commercially for wood, and the total height. 
The second man fojlows with the inevitable calipers, 
lustily singing out the diameter at each ten-foot notch. 
The tally man sits near by—at ease in appearance only, 
for he must arrange the figures given him, and write 
a description of the tree and the grove in which it grows. 
This is stem analysis, or, more properly, taper meas- 
urement. In less kindly regions than Southern Califor- 
nia, where anfiual rings of growth will tell the exact 
age of each ten-foot section, the regular stem analyses 
are taken. Here, however, the eucalyptus grows 
throughout the year, and therefore since it shows no 
rings, the forester is relieved of the labor of counting, 
és in some cases, a hundred in a two-inch radius. 


The meaning of all these labors is: By valuation 
survey, the exact number of trees and their diameters 
on certain representative acres are stated, and the con- 
ditions under which they have grown, described. By 
height-taking, the average height of a certain diameter 
under the same conditions is ascertained. And by ar- 
ranging the taper measurements, the amount of wood 
available in a tree may be figured out. Thus the num- 
ber of cords of wood standing on any acre or im any 
grove may be stated without cutting; and by combina- 
tion with the age of the trees and certain general con- 
ditions, the amount of wood that wil) grow yearly may 
be foretold with reasonable accuracy. Measurements

such as these are now being gathered in almost 
State in the Union, and before many years 
cles of American tree will have been studied, and the 
statistics recorded for future use. The passer-by, or the 
old-time lumberman, may look with surprise at the 
spent for such a result. But the farsighted man of 
Cuy knows that the success of tomorrow rests on ascer- 
tained ecientifc principles, and he encourages this gath- 
eriag of statistics, on which is founded the new and im- 
portant sctence of forestry. 


While the others are working among the trees, the 
head of the party is off looking up new groves, 
viewing the owners, taking photographs and filling up 
generally on eucalyptus. His work is by no means the 
easier, though he may not be as dusty or sticky with 
spider webs, each night. After the statistics are all 
gathered and worked up at the bureau office in Wash- 
ington, every question asked, and every fact arranged 
according to his specialized knowledge—and his mind 
runs eucalyptus-wise—he must write up an ilustrated 
report. This will be published and distributed by the 
State, or possibly by the Bureay of Forestry. It will 
contain information of every kind, and of certain accu- 
racy, about eucalyptus. The record of an average plan- 
tation will be given; advice as to the management of a 
grove, from the p:anting to the marketing of the wood; 
ecomething of the various by-products of the tree, honey 
and oil, for instance, and even at what cost a grove may 
be grown, and what profit will accrue from it. Surely 
such information is worth, to the public, the very small 
proportion of the small forestry appropriation which 
has been devoted to the study of the eucalyptus ig

Although our California drama has passed into the

the spectrum, with no definite dividing line. All are 

broadly distinguished as “American” or “Californian,” 
according as their native language is English or Span- 
ish, though the American may be a Californian and the 

Californian is always American. 

The Indian, being most remote, is least in evidence. 

There yet remains to Santa Barbara but one individual 
—an old woman—who all agree is of pure Indian stock, 
though Indian blood in greater or less degree flows in 
the veins of numerous Barbarefios. 
_. Swept out into the sea of eternity by the resistless tide 
of time, this people, that must have been as the sands of 
the shore for number, left Santa Barbara the richest in 
antiquities of any place on the Coast, from San Diego 
to Washington. 

Loved Their Dead. 

That they loved their dead with a devotion as tender 
and enduring as that of the races that supplanted them, 
there is little doubt. When they consigned their loved 

ones to their mother, the earth, and surrounded them 
with such articles as they believed would be needed in 
the life beyond, little they suspected that a strange 
people would unearth these objects sacred to their dead, 
“ind read from them the story of their race, when all but 
a pitiful remnant had passed away. : 

Incredible quantities of archeological treasures have 
been exhumed from their cemeteries and from other 
places where it is supposed the Indians buried the be- 
longings they could not take with them when setting 
out on a journey, and where, in case of their failure to 
return, they remained. 

The depth of kitchen refuse and presence of shells of 
mollusks, now nearly or quite extinct, indicate a remote 
occupancy. These shell deposits, sometimes several feet 
in thickness, have been found ten or twelve feet below 
the surface with other strata of shells above them, and 


have led some to believe that the residence of the abo- |

Local authorities think 
there is evidence of a continuous occupation for at least 
ten centuries—bow much longer they do not venture to 
guess. However that may be, the ground was sown with 
treasures of their dead—mortars, ollas, tortilla stones, 
bone fish hooks, surgical instruments, whistles and 
flutes, fish nets of cord made of grass, and household 
utensils, weapons and implements and ornaments of ail 
kinds. 


Relics Shipped by the Ton. 


A United States geographical and geological party 
shipped fifty boxes or ten tons of relics from two ancient 
rancherias west of town. Over fourteen tons have been 
sent to the Smithsonian Institution from Santa Rosa 
Island. Indeed, so has Santa Barbara been of 
her archeological riches, and so little did she value them 
that they were spread broadcast as though the end 
would never be. In consequence, although the relics 
in private homes would make a considerable showing if 
brought together, the only collections available to the 
public are the fine one owned by Louis G. Dreyfus and 
exhibited in his office, a number of articles at the rooms 
of Starke, the wood-worker, and the collection belong- 
ing to the Natural History Society, which may be seen 


at the society's building on any Wednesday or Saturday |

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A Buddhist Ordination. 


| HE’ description of a recent ordination ceremony 
among the Buddhists makes curious and interesting 


reading these days. The budding priests may be any 
age—10 or 12 i not unusual, 14 to 18 ordinary, and 40 
not unknown. They receive preliminary teaching in a 
priests’ school, where the instruction given turns largely 
on subjects concerning the future vocation. During the 
weeks which terminate in the ordination ceremony, 
proper, teaching goes on night and day, with but a few 
hours intermission between midnight and dawn. In some 
of the larger temples of India a corridor of the priestly 
precincts is adorned with pictures vividly portraying 
the horrors and torments of hell, and lectures delivered 
after dusk beneath these grim specimens of artistic 
realism, with the uncertain glare of flaming torchds 
for sole illumination, are calculated to make a pro- 
found impression on youthful minds. A sort of conclad- 
ing oral examination in matters of faith, ritual and prac- 
tice is also observed at the discretion of the conductor. 
This forms the introduction to the initiation proper, and 
at this point the officiating group, with the preacher, 
retires to rest, while the candidates either repose in 
preparation for the fire ordeal before them, or pray for 
strength to endure it bravely. Thrée hours or thereabouts 
—the time is not fixed, is allowed for these purposes; then 
the preacher, robed and crowned, enteys in procession: 
incense is offered, and, having seated himself before the 
idol, he addresses the young men, gives an ordination 
charge in fact, and this closes his share of the proceed- 
ings. Immediately the preacher has withdtawn. the can- 
didates, having prostrated themselves before the Buddha, 
kneel in their places. The officiating priests then ad- 
just the sacrifiers—charcoal sticks an inch long, and cone 
shaped. These, to the number of twelve, are fixed in 
three rows on the shaven scalp, the offictator holding the 
head motionless between his hands, when at a given 
signal each of the sticks is lighted by an assistant. The 
charcoal quickly burns through to the skin, and then for 
two minutes it has to be endured in full glow, after 
which the priest blows the ashes away, leaving the 
twelve burned spots of complete ordination. It only re- 
mains for the newly-accepted priest to prostrate himself 
a second time before Buddha, and he has sealed his 
dedication. Occasionally a weakling wil! faint under the 
ordeal, or still more rarely shrink from the torture: 
in both cases he is held in the kneeling position by 
priests,-the validity of his orders remaining subse- 
quently unimpaired by the occurrence. As a rule, bow 
ever, great fortitude is displayed, even by the little boys, 
notwithstanding that nearly half of the children do 
not enter upon their vocation by choice, but merely 
as a result of parental vows, family custom or some 
such external cause.—[(Philadelphia Telegraph.

The Biga of Great Price.

museum gained added recognition in Europe. In be- 
coming the possessor of another rare treasure, and for

This work of art purchased by the museum is an 
ancient bronze chariot, or biga, undoubtedly of Etruscan 
origin. As far as can be ascertained, it is the oldest 
of ancient times of its kind in the world. Those 
have seen it declare that it dates back to the sev- 
century B.C., or perhaps earlier. The biga was dis-

estate thirty miles from Rome. Its resting place for so 
many centuries had been a tomb. 
The owner of the estate conveyed the biga quietly to 


Paris. The biga was pronounced by critics to be a treas- . 


ure of the greatest importance, One million francs 
($200,000) were demanded. 

The British museum and the Berlin | tution were 
bidders for it, but considered the price prohibitive. Then 
it could not be found for further scrutiny. Then Gen. 
Di Cesnola solved the mystery of its disappearance after 
being rescued from its long entombment. 

Gen. Di Cesnola learned of the great value of the 
bronze through a friend on the continent, a friend also 
of the owner. Letters were exchanged, the bronze was 
sent here for examination, and finally it was obtained for

The chariot will be placed on permanent exhibition 
among the ancient Etruscan objects in the museum in 
November. The biga is full size. From the richness 
of the relief work upon the body it appears to have 
been the vehicle of some prince, and used only on state 
occasions. 

The chariot consists of a thin bronze arched convex 
front. It's front, as well as the two high sides, present bold 
designs of figures in relief. These figures are of men and 


chariots, and are symbolic of human strife. The interior 


is of wood, and the rim is finished in ivory. 

The whole chariot, even to the wheels and pole, is of 
wood, but encased in bronze plates, which are in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation. The wood has decayed and 
the fron tires of the two wheels have rusted away.—[{New

and, being by no means idle creatures, within a few 
hours they produce a powerful poison ow of the ma- 
terial they find to hand, which poison is known to us 
by the name of “toxin.” 

The resuits of the working of these industrious manu- 
facturers may vary according to whether they enter into 
the blood of a person, or merely distribute their pol- 
sonous productions. In both instances there is blood- 
poisoning, but the symptoms and severity will differ. 
For instance, the bicilli of diphtheria remain at the spot 
where they first locate—in the throat. There they set 
up a laboratory, and turn out their toxing from thence, 


to be quickly absorbed in the blood. In such a case 


the symptoms of the disease will be in exact proportion 
to the amount of the poison they can circulate, because 
poison itself cannot multiply. 


When Genn Commit Suicide. 


If, therefore, we can quickly remove or destroy the 
local colony of workers, the poison already circulating 
will become diluted and carried off, and the patient will 
soon recover. On the other hand, some of these crea- 
tures are of an explorative turn of mind, and make it 
their business to get into the blood as soon as possible 
after entering the body, and in this way they distribute 
themselves throughout the whole system. 

When this occurs there can be no such proportion be- 
tween the séverity of the symptoms and the amount of 
the poison, for these microbes multiply with such rapid- 
jty that ever so few soon become thousands, and the 
poison goes on increasihg enormow:ly in every portion 
of the body. On this account these cases are very much 
more serious; and because it is almost impossible to re- 
move all the microbes themselves, the disease will gen- 
erally terminate fatally. 


When certain of these mischief-workers have produced ' 


their “toxin” in the body for a definite time, for rea- 
sons of their own they fall back on their chemical re- 
sources, and start an altogether new production, which 
entirely neutralizes the poison they manufactured in 
the first instance. This new product is circulated by 
them with such prodigality that even the worKers them- 
selves are soon killed outright by a kind of self-poison- 
ing. It is by this process that many specific diseases 
come to an end of their own accord, after a certain num- 
ber of days, if the patient's constitution permits of his 
surviving the process, The new substance which the 
microbe manufactures in these cases has been happily 
named anti-toxin. It is frequently prepared artificially 
outside the human body by cultivating these workers 
specially for the purpose.

Then shape the flowing sleeves by a cut that, starting 
on the circumference, about seven inches from the upper 
om first fold, extends upward and inward until the re- 
quired length of sleeve is obtained, then downward to 
the outer edge again. The slant of the sleeve line is de- 
termined by the size of the armhole needed by the little 
one, and the downward cut slants to form an acute angle. 
Spreading the garment out flat, you will find that it 
has something of the appearance of a Maltese cross, only 
two portions are wider than the other two. Cut one of 
these wider portions in the center from neck to edge, to 
form the front opening of the sacque, and having 
trimmed the edges so that the lines recede toward the 
neck, the garment is ready for the needle. 

All the raw edges are daintily buttonholed with white 
silk and a more or less elaborate design of white silk 
embroidery is added above the buttonholing. Sets of 
narrow white ribbon strings, tied in prim double bow 
knots, fasten the sacque along the sleeve and under the 
arm, adding to the beauty as well as to the convenience 
of the garment. 

For the sickly or fretful child this sacque will prove 
an invaluable innovation—doing away, as it does, with 
that nerve-racking struggle to force a reluctant, fighting 
little arm into a sleeve. 

A variation of an old idea is found in a case for 
newspaper clippings, made of a of sash ribbon eight 
inches wide and twenty-seven inches long. One end 18 
cut square, the other pointed, and both are neatly bound 
with bebe ribbon of the same shade. To this foundation 
are stitched two-tone linen elvelopes of a harmonious 
color, the first being about four inches from the top 
or pointed end. Above this envelope is written in gilt, 
“Data,” and on each envelope is inscribed a word indica- 
tive of what the contents are to be, as, for example, 
scientific, historical, geographical, curious,

Cause of Puffy Oranges. 


OW that a heavy orange crop is promised for 1904, 

everything relating to the more perfect production of 
fruit is interesting. I have reverted upon several occa- 
sions to the great diversity of opinion upon the causes 
of deterioration of fruit, from the absolute ravages of 
disease as in the walnut crop, to the lighter damages that 
touch the profits of fruit-growing as in the case of split 
oranges. To the anxious inquirer who asks for causes 
and remedies, and is not satisfied with a theory, I will 
state that there are some things that baffle the practical 
grower and the scientist with equal facility. At the re- 
cent State Fruit Growers’ Convention the subject of 
puffy oranges was discussed by a dozen growers who live 
their daylight hours in their groves. “No weeds, no 
puffy oranges,” A. P. Griffith; “Some of the best growers 
see a relation between puffy fruit and heavy applications 
of stable manure,” Prof. Cook; “Puffy oranges have more 
sugar in them than others, consequently they have 
ripened property. Nitrogen will hasten the ripening of 
the orange and cause kt to puff sooner,” Prof. Wood- 
bridge; “Puffy oranges are more insipid than solid ones,” 
consequently cannot have a maximum of sugar,” Prof. C.

THE DAIRY. 
Getting All the Milk. 


— 


1 HE new Danish method of stripping cows has been 
attracting considerable attention, and was tested with 
success at the Wisconsin station. It shows the ordinary 
course of milking is based on the action of calves when 
sucking, and is briefly as follows: “After the cow has 
been milked, the bag and adjacent parts of the body are 
first of all well rubbed with a coarse cloth, with a view 
to stimulating the flow of milk by friction. The quar- 
ters of the udder are then successively manipulated with 
the hands by being lifted upwards against the body, and 
pressed against one another with some force. They are 
further massaged with the fingers and thumb, at the 
same time being pushed in an upward direction, so as 
to imitate the pushing or bobbing action of calves. As a re- 
sult of these several manipulations some milk is collected 
in the milk cistera, which is drawn off from time to time 
by pulling the teats.” The method requires some skill, and 
occupies a considerable time and trouble, which are seri- 
ous drawbacks against its introduction into large herds. 
The stripping is said to be done much more thoroughly 
than when the ordinary plan is followed, more milk be- 
ing obtained, and that of a slightly richer quailty owing 
to the increased proportion of the exceedingly rich strip- 
pings obtained at the end of each milking.—[American 
Cultivator. 


THE FARM. 
The Demand for Horses. | 
T HE horses two years old and upward in the United 
States June 1, 1900, numbered 18,390,441. These were 
the horses of working age. Taking the colts one apd 
under two years old as the best measure of the number of 
young horses required to meet the annual demand for 
horses for use on farms and elsewhere, the conclusion is 
reached that the number required was approximately 
1,478,149. 

Assuming that this number of colts is sufficient to off- 
set the losses by disease, old age, etc., the figures, taken 
in connection with the number of horses of working age, 
indicate an average life for horses on farms and else- 
where of approximately fifteen years, or an effective life 
of thirteen years.

To supply the demand for 
horses on farms and elsewhere, exclusive of cities, 1,200,- 
000 more must be bred annually. The demand from 
cities and towns is, therefore, one-fifth of the total for 
the United States. These figures will aid greatly in 
measuring the force of the influence that was active for 
a series of years prior to 1885 in advancing the average 
price of horses, and in determining the causes of the de- 
pression in values between 1885 and 1896, and of the 
steady advan e in prices since the last-named year —

This extracted 
stuff may be used to feed in the spring to stimulate brood 
rearing, after the weather will permit the bees to fly 
freely, but not late enough to risk getting any of it in 
the sections. Doubtless much of this kind of honey finds 
its way to breweries, etc. We have heard that it can be 
made up into very good fruit preserves. We think quite 
likely if we knew all about the ingredients of many other 
articles of diet we ‘might, 
them.—[{American Cultivator.

Sometimes it will be catarrh 
of the head, or of the throat, or of the bronchial tubes, 
or of the stomach, or of the kidneys, or of some other 
part of the body. But in all cases kt is morbid matter 
that has accumulated in the system, through errors of 
diet, or the continual breathing of foul air, and it can 
only be cured by restoring proper conditions of the 
bedy, through obedience to the laws of nature. This, 
again, requires time and patience. for a disease that may 
have been coming on for twenty years cannot be cured 
in a week—or twenty weeks. Few there are who have 
the patience and self-control and determination to carry 
out a cure ofthis kind, so that he who preaches the 
doctrine of health is like the voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, while his hearers turn aside, and go to the 
drug store for a bottle of some wonderful advertised , 
remedy, at the cut price of 66 cents, or thereabouts.

A thorough scrubbing of the entire body with a brush 
and salt every morning might be tried. Otherwise there 
should be general attention to hygienic laws, particularly 
in regard to diet, and the breathing of fresh air. This is 
the only way ‘n which permanent relief can be found for 
any ailment. Doctors give a great variety of important- 
looking names to various forms of sickness, but when it 
is all boiled down, we come to the fact that every form 
of sickness is an indication that nature is trying in 
some way to remove morbid conditions, brought about by 
some infraction of the laws of health, either by ourselves 
or by our ancestors.

Hygiene and Long Life. 

AST week there was published in this department a 

communication from old Capt. Diamond of San Fran- 
cisco, who was 107 years old on the first of May last. His 
portrait was published in this department a few weeks 
ago. A short time previously there was also published 
a description of the habits of J. J. Overton of Long 
Beach, who is now about 106 years old. E. W. H. sends 
from Long Beach the following particulars in regard to 
this old gentleman: 
| “I em much interested in the hints and suggestions 
which you give in this department. I note that you 
often advise a fast of from two to ten days in the treat- 
ment of sick stomachs. It may be of interest to many 
of the readers of this department to know what J. J. 
Overton, now 106 years of age, says regarding diet, etc. 
I had a long conference with this centenarian, who lives 
at Long Beach, a few days ago, regarding his long life 
and the measures he adopted to preserve it. Well. said 
he, in the first piace, I added ten years to my life by 
totally abstaining from the use of all intoxicants. Then 
I added another ten years by the non-use of tobacco in 
every form. But that is not all. During nfy entire life 
J have been a very small eater. When I served in the 
army I rarely ate over one-fourth of my rations. I al- 
ways was and am yet a very light eater, and live almost 
exclusively on coarse foods. Seventy-five cents will buy 
more food (the raw product) than I can eat in one week.’ 

“Speaking of his health, he said: ‘I never was sick in 
my life. Never had a headache; never had a sour stom- 
ach: don’t know what constipation is. Never had a 
doctor in the bouse for myself. I really don’t feel any 
older than I did at seventy.’ 

“Mr. Overton now sells popcorn and peanuts from a 
cart on Long Beach streets. Asked if he ate much of 
such kind of food, he said, ‘I never eat nuts, corn, or 
sweets of any kind. Never eat between meals. Just a 
little plain, coarse food three times a day, and I’m hap- 
py and healthy. I never had a rheumatic ache, or a 
swollen joint in my life, and never have and do not now 
use spectacies, but my eyesight is failing me somewhat, 
yet I can read the dally papers fairly well.’ 

“Mr. Overton's mind. is apparently as clear and he is 
as active physicaly as many people are at fifty. His 
step is elastic, and he moves about like the average man 


of sixty or sixty-five years, and he doesn't look a day 
He attributes his long life to his temper-

The Uses and Care of the 
Teeth. 


The several uses ef the teeth are, first, to masti- 
cate food; secend, te assist in the articulation of 
words, aod third, to give expression and beauty te 
the ceuntenasce. Unfortunately, there are many 
people who frem lack of appreciation ef the value 
of teeth persist in taking chances with their natu- 
ral teeth, and there also ¢xists—incomprehensible 
as it may appear—another class who look upon the 
natural teeth as but temporary affairs, imperfectly 
adapted to the uses for which they are intended, 
and to be gotten rid of as soon as signs of decay 
appear. 

I bave, in several of my talks, explained the in- 
jurious, effects en health of imperfect food mastica- 
tion. Im the enunci:tion of words the teeth are 
indispensable. If they are not reasonably sound 
and perfect, words cannot be clearly and distinctly 
articulated. In giving expression to the counte. 
nance, ne organ or set of organs has greater effect. 

Since the teeth are of so much importasce in the 
preservation of health. in the preservation of facial 
centour and in the attainment of perfect speech, it 
can be readily onderstood that the atmost attention 
should be given to their care and preseryation.

Yet again a description was recently published in The 
Times Sunday Magazine of an old Indian woman of 
New Mexico, supposed to be the oldest woman in the 
world, who, according to good evidence, has attained the 
ripe age of 127 years. Yet this woman, like all her tribe, 
knows nothing of the bath, and lives amid filthy sur- 
roundings. 

It would not do to judge from these examples that a 
person may attain the age of a century by taking vinegar 
and milk together at breakfast, or by drinking a dozen 
glasses of whisky every day, or by smoking plenty of 
tobacco, in the shape of a pipe or cigarette, or by ab- 
staining from washing the body. Doubtless the attain- 
ing of great age depends largely upon hereditary traits. 
That life may, however, be greatly prolonged by careful 
living, has been amply proved in many cases, notably so 
in that of Cornaro, who, having been given up by his 


doctors at middle age, by great temperance lived to de 


103 years old, retaining his mental and physical vigor to 
the last. 

Probably it will de found on investigation that most 
of these men who attain great age were regular in their 
habits, even if some of those habits were not hygienic.

In the 
same way, when people are vaccinated and escape dis- 
ease during an epidemic, the advocates of vaccination 


claim that they escaped because they had been ‘vac-

There are hy- | 
gienists who have made a specialty of fasting, as « 
means of curing disease. Here are some remarks on the 
subject of the fasting cure made by our friend Dr. Carr, 
in the September number of Medical Talk: 

“There are, of course, some people who have an ex- 
- ceas of nutritive material. Mentally and physically they 
are sluggish and need but little nutrition. By happening 
to possess good digestive organs, they are continually 
absorbing nutrition im excess of the needs of their body. 
Such people are benefited by a fast. Indeed, they could 
well shut off one-half of the nutritive supply and be the 
better for it. But such people are exceptions. There aré 
not so many of them as is generally supposed. The 
nervous American, whether he works with his head or 
his hands, is generally a person not over-supplied with 
nutritive material. He is more liable to be troubled with 
deranged digestive organs from improper diet than «a 
superfluous amount of nutritive material. 

“Wasting a little every day, or abstaining entirely 
from foods that evidently disagree is all right, and can- 
not be too frequently dinned into the ears of the 
American people. But fasting to the extent of com- 
pelling the human body to consume itself, and thus 
fritter away for nothing the valuable store of excess 
vitality—such advice is not only harmful, but positively 
dangerous. No good can come of such a thing. 

“To be sure, a rugged man or woman can stand such 
an ordeal, but they have accomplished nothing in the 
world. but to endanger their lives and make it necessary 
once more to lay aside their reserve vitality which they 


disease overtake a man at the close of such a fast, he 

would easily succumb. ’ 

“If by fasting we mean eating no more food than is 
necessary to sustain the body, it has our hearty in- 
dorsement. As a rule, it is better to leave off eating 
before the appetite has been entirely satisfied. In fact, 
we believe it to be true that the average person could 
cut his meal right square in two and be better for it. 
After his soup and first course, he had better stop. If 
he must have pastry and other gimcracks, these should 
de reserved for another meal and taken by themselves. 

“There are a large number of people who would be 
greatly benefited by a little fasting every day. Even a 
complet fast for several days would do many people 
good. But to advocate absolute fasting as a general 
cure for disease is to lay a pitfall into which many a 
poor invalid will tumble. Notwithstanding that over- 
eating Is almost a natural habit, yet there are a great 
many people among us in this land of plenty who, for 
one reason or another, are slowly dying for the want of | 
sufficient nutrition. To persuade such people to fast is 
to hasten their death. Great caution should be used in 
recommending such a heroic remedy as complete ab- 
stinence from food. Nothing but extreme situations re- 
quire such extreme measures. Continuous fasting, like 
the surgeon's knife, should be resorted to only when no 
other solution for the problem is possibile.”

Germany heads the list 
with 80 per cent. of her school children or 
otherwise deficient in sight; England follows closely with 
forty per cent.; while experts have shown that the per cent 
of deficient sight among American school children is only 
about one-third. There are many theories and some ex- 
cellent reasons given for these differences, among them 
being the many advantages in the hygienic arrangement 
of our schoolthouses, and the fact that we do not force 
the children to take up the more difficult studies at so 
early an age. But for my part I believe that our advan- 
tage lies largely with the thoughtful parents, who are not 
so deeply prejudiced as foreigners in regard to having the 
eyes, ears and teeth properly attended to, as I am 


_lquite sure that American children in the main are nat- 


uraily more studious and inclined to use their eyes for 
reading, etc., than the children of other nations. 


TEACHERS TEST SIGHT AND HEARING. 


hearing have been inaugurated in the schools, teach- 
ers have been provided with blank forms such as oculists 
and aurists use in preliminary tests, and given special in- 
structions as to how they may detect short-sightedness, 
partial deafness, etc. These cards are sent to the par- 
ents, with the suggestion that they have the child's eyes 
or ears treated.

A PATHETIC STORY. 


One of the most extreme and really pathetic cases of 
Which I have ever known is that of a boy who had a 
troublesome habit of knocking things over. As his eyes 
were perfect in appearance, and he could see objects and 
play with them, a defect in his sight was not suspected, 
and he was frequently punished for being wilfully mis- 
chievous “and malicious. He also hed an aggravating 
habit of making grimaces at persons questioning him, 
which was considered a sure sign of mental depravity. 
He bore his punishments stolidly as many boys do, and 
thereby gained the additional stigma of being vicious and 
incorrigible. As his parents did not seem to understand 


him and became exasperated with his peculiarities, he 


was finally sent to an asylum for feeble-minded children. 
But his troubles followed him and he was no better un 
derstood there than at home, until he was taken ill, aud 
the physician attending him became interested in his 
peculiar case; after the child’s death he discovered that 
the nerves of sight were disconnected, making it impos- 
sible for him to see directly in front of him, though he 
could see on either side, and it was only by twisting his 
hend and squinting his eyes that he was able to see an 
object in irent of bea.

Every movement of the rod in the workman's 
hand was followed by a similar movement on the part 
of the drills, which rapidly cut away the surface of the 
marble until it corresponded with the surface of the 
plaster. The machine bad already roughly cut the face 
of the poet out of the marble, and was at work on the 
side of the head. Some of the superabundant stone 
having been rapidly cleared away, the rod was applied 
to the fillet binding the poet's hair, and in a few min- 
utes the ribbon was reproduced in marble. The rough 
outline of the hair then made its appearance, every lock 
beiug hewa out of the hard stone with astonishing celer- 
ity and marvelous fidelity.
